Supreme  Court  Debate 
Sets  Control  Of  IOC 


The  basic  issue  at  stake  at  the 
Supreme  Court  trial  Monday  at 
8 p.m.  concerned  the  relationship 
of  the  Inter  Organization  Coun- 
cil to  the  student  government, 
in  particular  the  executive  branch 
of  the  government.' 

L.  Larry  Booth  in  bringing  the 
case  held  that  the  IOC  has  in- 
dependent constitutional  law,  res- 
ponsible only  to  the  ASBYU  Sen- 
ate and  should  not  have  been 
sent  to  the  ASBYU  President  for 
bis  approval. 

REPRESENTING  the  ASBYU, 
Attorney  General  David  C. 
Hoopes,  upheld  the  actions  of 
Vince  Breglio,  Senate  President 
and  Bruce  L.  Olsen,  ASBYU  Pres- 
ident, in  handling  the  IOC  Con- 
stitution as  a bill  of  the  Sen- 


Senate  Holds 
Insurance; 
Opinion  Heard 

No  decision  yet.  The  resolu- 
tion of  recommending  the  making 
of  mandatory  liability  insurance 
for  all  BYU  student  drivers  was 
referred  back  to  a ASBYU  Sen- 
ate committee  for  further  study. 

Graduate  Senator  Robert  Rout- 
song  proposed  in  the  Senate 
meeting  last  night  an  amendment 
to  the  resolution  that  instead  of 
recommending  mandatory  insur- 
ance in  BYU,  they  send  their  com- 
mendation to  Utah  State  Senate. 
He  expressed  the  confidence  that 
the  legislature  will  make  such  a 
law  which  will  cover  all  Utah  re- 
sidents and  visiting  drivers  whose 
stay  here  exceeds  a certain  per- 
iod. The  proposal  was  defeated. 

The  main  argument  of  the  op- 
posing side  is  that  BYU  would 
be  exceeding  its  authority  in  re- 
quiring such  an  insurance,  be- 
cause it  is  not  required  by  Utah 
law. 


ate  to  be  approved  or  vetoed 
by  the  President. 

The  decision  in  the  case  will 
be  given  by  Chief  Justice  Scott 
Burgess  at  8 p.m.  Wednesday. 
The  location  of  the  announce- 
ment will  be  made  upon  confirm- 
ation by  scheduling  of  an  avail- 
able room. 

BOOTH’S  argument  as  present- 
ed was  that  the  IOC  as  an  inde- 
pendent organization  is  subject 
only  to  the  Senate,  therefore  it 
is  not  an  area  of  jurisdiction  by 
the  ASBYU  Executive. 

Hoopes  held  that  the  IOC  is 
responsible  to  the  Senate  and  the 
President  and  that  the  court 
should  therefore  declare  invalid 
the  Constitution  of  the  IOC. 

HE  ALSO  asked  that  all  ac- 
tions of  the  IOC  Board  to  this 
date  be  declared  null  and  void. 

Any  action  of  the  Court  will 
have  a direct  bearing  upon  the 
action  of  the  IOC  Board  on  Dec. 
8 to  disband  and  abolish  the 
Norsemen  Club.

Eleven  Thousand  D,  E Slips  Given 


Approximately  11,000  D and  E grades 
were  given  at  mid-semester  to  about  6,800 
students  under  the  new  mid-semester  report- 
ing system,  according  to  Darrell  Moses,  Aca- 
demic Standards  Chairman. 

HE  STATED  that  the  new  system  used 
this  semester  was  taking  advantage  of  elec- 
tronic equipment. 

Teachers  merely  filled  in  a marking  space 
to  indicate  which  students  received  a D or  an 
E and  marked  each  cause  for  the  unsatis- 
factory grade. 

THE  RESPONSIBILITY  for  improve- 
ment was  placed  on  the  students  to  work  out 
a program  for  improvement  with  instructors. 

The  student  was  also  invited  to  make  an 
appointment  with  his  faculty  adviser  and 
other  assisting  agencies  on  campus  to  assist 
him  in  working  out  programs  for  improve- 
ment. 


THE  THESIS  OF  personnel  working  with 
mid-semester  reports  is  that  students  who 
are  better  informed  of  their  progress  and 
who  take  the  initiative  in  making  changes 
will  perform  better  academically  than  if- the 
faculty  takes  the  initiative. 

The  new  electronic  equipment  makes  it 
possible  for  necessary  information  to  be  to 
the  help  agencies  quickly  so  they  can  be  pre- 
pared to  aid  the  student.  It  also  gives  the 
student  the  full  half-semester  to  bring  up 
his  grades. 

AN  EVALUATION  of  the  effectiveness 
of  visiting  with  instructors  is  also  being 
made.  The  instructor  makes  pencil  indica- 
tions of  whether  the  student  took  the  ini- 
tiative in  visiting  the  instructors. 

Chairman  Moses  reports  that  faculty  and 
student  response  to  the  new  system  has  been 
positive  and  very  enthusiastic.”

“It  is  subject  only  to  one  caveat 

that  the  means  chosen  by 
Congress  must  be  reasonably  ad- 
apted to  the  end  permitted  by  the 
constitution.  We  cannot  say  that 
its  choice  here  was  not  so  adapt- 
ed. The  constitution  requires  no 
more.” 

The  Heart  of  Atlanta  motel  had 
filed  suit  in  Federal  District 
Court  in  Atlanta  to  block  enforce- 
ment of  the  act  within  two  hours 
after  it  had  been  signed  into  law 
by  President  Johnson  on  July  2. 

AFTER  THE  SECTION  was 
upheld  in  district  court,  the 
motel’s  attorney  appealed  to  the 
court,  arguing: 

“The  fact  that  negroes  are  in- 
volved in  this  issue  is  purely  in- 
cidental. Thp  fundamental  issue 
is  whether  Congress  has  the  right 
to  take  away  from  a private  busi- 
ness concern*  the  owner’s  choice 
of  running  his  firm  as  he  wishes 
and  choosing  his  customers.”

Deluged  With  Questions  . . . 


Army  Reserve  Hoping 

WASHINGTON,  (AP) — Backers  of  the  Army  Reserve 
looked  to  Congress  Monday  as  their  last  hope  to  halt  Secre- 
tary of  Defense  Robert  S.  McNamara’s  plan  to  eliminate  that 
reserve. 

“TO  ALL  INTENTS  and  purposes,  it’s  accomplished  un- 
less Congress  steps  in,”  an  official  of  the  Reserve  Officers 
Association  told  a reporter. 

The  army  is  being  deluged  with  questions  about  the  ram- 
ifications of  the  reorganization  which  will  shift  115,000 
Reservists  and  their  units  into  the  Guard. 

These  questions  range  from  the  retirement  status  of  in- 
dividuals who  have  been  accumulating  credits  in  the  Reserve 
but  are  still  short  of  retirement,  to  questions  of  remaining 
segregation  in  the  Guard  units  in  the  South  and  whether 
Reservists  will  be  assigned  to  such,  racially  segregated  Guard 
outfits. 

BUT  IT  IS  CLEAR  from  conversations  with  members 
of  the  Army  staff  that  the  many  details  to  fill  out  the  frame- 
work announced  by  McNamara  may  be  months  in  being  re- 
solved. 

In  fact,  it  seems  likely  that  even  when  Congressional 
committees  begin  examining  the  matter  next  year  they  may 
find  orders  still  incomplete. 

One  of  the  biggest  chores  facing  the  Armv  staff  is  the 
preparation  of  what  is  called  a “troop  list.”  This  is  a break- 
down of  just  what  types  of  units  are  needed  to  meet  the 
various  mobilization  and  contingency  plans  into  which  the 
expanded  Guard  is  being  fitted. 

THIS  IS  A painstaking  process  which  could  take  months, 
officials  said. 


Red  Officials  Removed 


WASHINGTON,  (AP)  — The 
United  States  Monday  . ordered 
three  Russian  military  attaches 
to  leave  the  country  in  obvious 
retaliation  against  Soviet  restrict 
tions  imposed  on  three  American 
attaches  in  Moscow. 

OFFICIALLY,  the  three  Soviet 
officers  were  declared  persona 
non  grata  (unwelcome  persons) 
for  “activities  incompatible  with 
their  diplomatic  status.”  It  was 
not  disclosed  what  these  activi- 
ties were. 

The  diplomatic  action  came  on 
the  same  day  when  Washington, 
after  two  months  of  frustration 
decided  to  withdraw  three  Amer- 
ican attaches  from  Moscow.  The 
three  were  virtually  confined  to 
the  Russian  capital  since  Oct.  6, 
when  the  Soviets  accused  them 
of  spying. 

A British  attache  was  involved 
with  the  three  Americans  in  the 
October  incident  and  he  was  with- 
drawn by  London.  The  British 
government  also  asked  the  Sov- 
iets Monday  to  withdraw  a naval 
attache  from  London  in  a retali- 
atory gesture. 

THE  EXPULSION  of  the  three 
Russians  was  a low-key  opera- 
tion and  the  intention  obviously 
was  not  to  create  a major  cold 
war  issue.  The  State  Department 
has  summoned  Alexander  I.  Zin- 
chuk, an  embassy  counselor,  list- 
ed as  the  Soviet  Union’s  No.  3 
diplomat  in  Washington,  to  in- 
form him  that  General-Major 
Vasiliy  V.  Zadyinski,  Military  At- 
tache; Col.  Vladimor  P.  Grech-
